GOPHER POISONING 


The proper time to poison goph 
ers is early iu. the spring before 
ween foiiage appears, The fulow- 
tng recipe, issued by the Department 
of Agriculture, will be found satis- 


factory: 

(1) Mix together 1 quart of vinegar 
and 1 quart of water. Heat 

(2) Add to the first solution one 
ounce of strychuiue. Stir and 
heat if necessary until strych- 
nine is dissolved. 

(3) Add one pound of supar. 

(4) Pour the hot solution over one- 
half bushel of grain, wheat or 
oats. 

(5) Add sufficient hot water to just 
cover the grain and let the mix- 
ture stand 24 hours 


Place one tablespoonful of the 


moistened grain well) into the ent- 
rance of each gopher hole. Never 
scatter the grain on the surface, as 
birds may be poisoned with it, 

There are a number of commercial 
gopher poisons on the market which 
are quite satisfactory. These should 
be used according to directions on 
the package.
